The people of Georgia Saturday got 
an intimate view of their chief exec- 
utive, Governor Nat E. Harris, as a 
result of his expressed opinions at the 
state prison farm and reformatory, 
where, after a personal investigation, 
he declared that he would make it one 
of the big features of his program 
while governor to alleviate the suffer- 
ing, to right wrongs and restore to 
families and friends their loved ones 
now serving time at the state prison 
farm. 

Moved by the scenes at the prison 
farm, Governor Harris announced last 
night on his return to Atlanta that he 
would send a special message to the 
general assembly, probably next Friday, 
when he will recommend radical re- 
forms, and will probably ask for an 
appropriation of at least $50,000 for 
needed improvements. 

The governor was particularly im- 
pressed with the fact that many of the 
prisoners are old men, feeble and ema- 
ciated, unfit for work, incapable of 
further crime, yet held behind the bars 
by the strong arm of the law. 


WORSE THAN 
BEING DEAD. 


“Poor fellows! Some of them have 
been at the farm twenty-five or thirty 
years; their former friends and asso- 
ciates have forgotten them. It is worse 
than being dead,” said the governor. “I 
asked some of them why they wanted 
their liberty, when they could remain 
at the farm and be supported by the 
state. 

“That word ‘liberty’ has a stronger 
meaning to one of those men than it 
does to outsiders, and in reply to my 

- they would ®ay, ‘Oh, governor, 
a 6 be free again. We 
= promise not to be a charge on the staté 
if released. We will make it through 
the remaining years in some manmer.’” 

The governor stated that he would 
ask the prison commission to make a 
careful investigation to determine how 
prisoners there are, how 
long they have served and whether or 
not they can be released. He said he 
would release all sucn prisoners recom- 
mended by the commission. 

No feature of the farm so touched 
the heart of the governor as the tuber- 
culosis wards, where forty-eight pris- 
oners are confined. 

“My heart bled for those poor crea- 
tures, doomed beyond the aid of man,” 
said the governor. “Their piteous ap- 
peals for freedom still ring in my ears. 
There were men and women, too, life- 
timers, stricken by the dread disease 
who were mere sKeletons asking fo 
liberty.” Tears rolled down the cheek 
of the governor as he told of his vis 
to this ward. 


KEPT 
CLEAN. 


“The tubercular wards were spot- 
lessiv clean and well appointed; in 
fact they were in such good condition 
that I remarked that it appeared they 
had been put in order because the gov- 
ernor was paving a visit. I learned 
later that they were always in good or- 
der. 

“TIT asked some of the poor creatures 
why they wanted to leave wnen they 
are getting the best attention possi- 
ble. With teurs in their eyes they all 
said they wanted to go home to dle. 
The fear of dying in the penitentiary, 
it appeared, was almost as painful as 
the disease. 

“While inspecting these wards a 
young man, a handsome, intelligent ap- 
pearing fellow, came to me and placing 
a letter in my hands said, ‘Governor, 
I won't have time to talk with vou, 
but I want you to read this when you 
go home and see if you can’t help me 
get back to my loved ones out west.’” 

One of the tovernor's first acts on re- 
turning hcme was to read the appeal of 
that young mean, who said he had come 
to Georgia from the west, had gotten 
in wrong and was sent up for five 
years. After serving only a short pe- 
riod ne contracted tuberculosis and the 
doctors said he could not live long, and 
would probably not serve out his time. 


ALLEVIATE 
SUFFERING. 


“Can I turn down those poor unfor- 
tunate people?” said the governor. “No, 
I shall lend my efforts to saving many 
of them, and so long as I am within the 
law and not defeating the ends of jus- 
tice, I shall seek to alleviate their 
suffering and restore them to their 
families. 

“ft asked one poor fellow why he was 
in the prison and he replied: ‘For mur- 
der.’ I looked into his emaciated face 
and at his skeleton form and my 
thought was, how terrible is the pun- 
ishment that has been placed upon 
him---incarcerated for life by the laws 
of man, and then doomed by the laws 
of nature. 

“The day’s investigation has been 
one of interest from start to finish; 
I have learned much that I expect to 
use for the good of Georgia; my sec- 
retaries secured data at my dictation 
upon every matter that came under 
my observation, but the Frank case, 
the Stripling incident and everything 
else fades into the background com- 
pared with my experience in the tu- 
bercular wards.

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Charges a “‘Joke,”’ 
Declare Probers 


Of Judge Russell 


Witnesses Called by W. T. 
Moyers to Testify Against 
Appellate Court Chief Jus- 
tice Praise Him Instead. 


The investigation of the charges 
against Judge Richard B. Russell, chief 
justice of the court of appeals, made 
by Attorney W. T. Moyers, a discharg- 
ed stenographer of the court, fell to the 
ground yesterday. | 

The house committee appointed to 
make the investigation refused to al- 
low Jud@gze Russell to offer any evi- 
dence, although the judge's attorney, 
George Westmoreland, was ready with 
any amount of it. 

The investigation really turned out 
to be an attempt on the part of Moyers 
to prove that he ought not to have 
been discharged as court stenographer, 
and on more than one occasion mem- 
bers of the committee had to tell him 
“get a line on Judge Russell.” 

Although the several pages of print- 
ed matter that embraced the charges 
contained all sorts of assertions and 
denunciations, the so-called charges 
summed up briefly were these: 

“That Judge Russell stole a type- 
writer; that he stole a map of the 
state of Georgia; that he ‘held out’ a 
part of his stenographer’s salary for 
graft: that he got a stenographer to 
write some of his legal opinions.” 

The committee announced it would 
render a written opinion next Monday, 
but they jndividually stated that the 
whole thing had been a farce. 

Moyer took the matter seriously. He 
had summoned as witnesses all the 
judges of the court of appeals, several 
statehouse officials, and even called up 
an ex-justice of the supreme court. 
Among the witnesses were Judge Pey- 
ton lL. Wade, Judge Nash R. Broyles, 
Judge J. R. Pottle and Judge A. J. 
Cobb. 

Not only did these witnesses deny 
every allegation that Moyers made, but 
they eulogized Judge Russell, and said 
he was a most excellent judge and a 
man of the highest integrity. 

Moyers asked Judge Pottle very 
riously: 

‘Did vou. ever find it necessary to 
take some of your stenographer’s sal- 
ary?” 

Whereupon, the judge replied: 

“Well, I didn’t.”

ment of Warsaw again becomes more 
probable. 

The German forces have crossed the 
river north of Warsaw and have 
a considerable weight of men on the 
south bank between the fortresses of 
Rozan and Pultusk, which a Berlin of- 
ficial statement ribes having 
been “stormed irresistibly.” The com- 
munication, however, not state 
whether the fortresses capitulated. , 

The fight tm southern Courland, ac- 
cording to German claims, has resulted 
in something akin to a crushing vic- 
tory, General von Buelow’s forces hav- 
ing cut off the Russian retreat and de- 
livered a body blow. It is stated that 
the Germans cut up the retiring troops 
badly, dispersing those which were not 
killed, wounded or captured. 


RUSSIANS HOLD 
WARSAW FRONT. 


That the Russians holding the 
immediate Warsaw front evidenced 
by a German official statement which 
refers to only minor operations in this 
area and tells of a comparatively in- 
significant number of prisoners taken. 
Military critics savy this indicates that 
there have been no. serious attacks, 
which probably means that the Ger- 
mans are dug-in waiting reinforce- 
ments, while the Russians are risking 
nothing in counter attacks.

Warsaw is a railway junction of lines radiating east and west—three in one general direction and four in 
the other. The easterly ones go to Petrograd via Bialystok, Grodno and Wilna to Siedlic, and to Ivangorod and 
Lubin and along the Galician frontier. Thus most of the supplies that have reached the Russian army retreating 
through Galicia have had to pass through Warsaw. The three lines on the west g0 to Ostrolenka, on the east 
Prussian frontier, to the German fortress of Thorn via Lowicz and Kutno, and to Pietrkow via Skierniewice. 
These last concentrating lines have measurably aided the Germans to bring a large body of treops to the western | 
side for a distance of twenty miles. Due west of the city there is a broad marsh over which the guns of the outer | 
forts have full play; northwest and southwest there were forests which, being leveled in the early days of the 
war, now form similar difficult approaches. In the accompanying illustration is shown a birdseye view of Warsaw,

trip across Lake Michigan. ., 

After working ceaselessly all day 
and far into the night, the bodies of 
842 victims of the catastrophe, most of 
them: women children, 
lected in temporary morgues and taken 
to the Second regiment armory. When 
these bodies had been tagged, Coroner 
Hoffman, taking into consideration es- 
timates of bodies thought to be fn the 
hold of the steamer, lying on its side 
in the river, and in the stream itself, 
said he had hopes that the total dead 
would not exceed 1,000,

HELP FOR THE WOUNDED 


IN EUROPE IS PLANNED 


lance, Four Physicians and 
Eight Nurses. 


An organization having for its pur- 
pose the relief of soldiers wounded 
in the European war has been formed 
in Atlanta, and will equip and trans- 
port to the French hospital corps, with- 
in the next few weeks, a fully appoint- 


ed ambulance, with four attending phy- 


siclans and eight nurses, The associa- 
tion has been named the Association 
of Georgia Physicians, and has offices 
in the Grand opera house building, un- 
der the supervision of Dr. F. E. May, 
executive secretary of the Georgla war 
relief committee for France and her 
allies. 

Dr. May, as head of the ambulance 
committee, hag written circular letters 
to the most pPominent physicians and 
surgeons of the state urging that.they 
help in the work of sending the am- 
bulance to France, and setting forth 
the needs of the hospital corps of both 
sides of the great conflict. | 

According to Dr. May, the assocla- 
tion expects to have no trouble in rais- 
ing funds enough to equip the ambu- 
lance and he also thinks that numbers 
of young doctors will welcome the 
chance not only of.helping humanity, 
but of getting the experience which 
would come from actual work on the 
battlefield. 

Wishing to make clear the fact that 
the ambulance and help derived there- 
from will be of as much benefit to one 
side as the other, Dr. May asks that 
all Atlantans and Georgians who. wish 
to do so, give what help they can to- 
ward equipping the vehicle.

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HE most horrible war of all 
ages is a war of the nerves. 
Not bullets of lead, nor bul- 
lets of silver; not numbers of 


men nor ability in those who command; 
not the greatest supplies of ammunition 
nor superiority in bigness of guns, but 
nerves, nerves, nerves and nothing else 
are going to decide which way the awful 
catastrophe in which Europe is piunged 
is going to end. 

General von Hindenburg, 
eold. calculating, hard military 
who thrice overwhelmed the 
with awful slaughter, maintains this. 
Neither armies nor generals will win 
the war, is his belief. The nation whose 
people have the calmest, hardest nerves 
will be triumphant, he asserts with com- 
pelling conviction. 

American scientists who have carefully 
studied the war from this side, from the 
side of its horrors and the effect they 
will have upon the present generation 
and generations to come, from the side 
of the mind rnd of insanity, are a unit 
in asserting that Europe will be peopled 
with subnormal men, with physical and 
mental wrecks for years to come. 

Modern warfare is more horrible than 
any warfare that ever has been waged in 
the previous history of the world. It has 
grown so awful in its engines of de- 
struction and its constant strain on mind 
and body that tte most famed descrip- 
tions of inferno do not begin to approach 
its horrors. Its awfulness is beyond be- 
lief. 

“Surely the struggle that is. now tear- 
ing Europe asunder has a meaning deep- 
er than the official dispatches reveal,” 
says Waldemar Kaempffert, managing 
editor of the Scientific American. ‘‘Think 
of Ypres and Neuve Chapelle, of Lem-

ine the hallucinations and the ravings of 
wretches unstrung by weary waiting in 
muddy shelters and strapped to hospital 
cots—imagine all this, and you have not 
imagined a tithe of the psychic terrors 
of war No wonder that war is the 
mother of insanity.

“That the children of tomorrow must 
suffer for the shattered nerves of today 
follows as a matter of course. Statistics 
enough have been compiled to prove 
that insanity has increased alarmingly 
under peaceful industrial conditions—as 
much as 104 per cent, for example, in 
New York state alone, during the space 
of twenty years. What may be expected 
of the offspring of the men who emerge 
from this war with minds and bodies im- 
paired? 

“Herbert Spencer was one of the first 
to point out the truth, long since accept- 
ed by eugenists, that ‘the ability to main- 
tain individual life and the abilitv to 
multiply vary inversely.’ In other words, 
the intellectually and physically unfit 
reproduce faster than the desirable ele- 
ments of a community. Veterans with 
wrecked intellects or ruined nerves will 
marry, recking not of the social conse- 
quences; the state will not hold them in 
check. Latent mental defects which 
might never have manifested themselves 
will blossom forth because ‘the shock of 
war is to them what a hothouse is to a 
plant; they will weigh heavily upon the 
next generation. 

“We, too, must bear the burden. The 
tide of immigration which the United 
States may expect after the treaty of 
peace has been signed wil. carry with it

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Does a Lightning Rod Protect or 
Menace a Building? 


stand what occurs when there is a 
flash of lightning, or the part played 
by the lightning rod. Some very interest- 
ing and valuable information on these mat- 
ters and on the protective range of light- 
ning rodssis given by J. and J. 8. B. Lar- 
mor in the Proceedings of the Royal 5o- 
ciety.

“Electric discharge in a gas is a rupture 
along a line of force, and not over a sur- 
face.

N SPITE of the love the fond mother 
he feel for her baby, and regardless 
of the pleasure she may get from caring for 
him, she is apt to become irritated when it 
comes time to dry the wet, squirming bit of 
humanity after its bath.

RE the tortures of fatigue caused by 
A: germ? Is it possible for science to 
combat the germ to such an extent as 
to make man’s energy practically limitless? 
These are questions that physicians and 
scientists have been asking since the an- 
nouncement recently of a theory that 
fatigue is caused by a germ—a germ whose 
presence in certain organs is more painful 
than that of any disease. Efforts now are 
being made to verify the belief and, if pos- 
sible, to identify the germ as a first step 
in finding a means of fighting it. 

The possibilities of the situation, say 
physicians, are almost limitless. But for 
fatigue a man could continue working for- 
ever—he would be an endless source of 
energy. 

The germ theory of fatigue was the re- 
sult of a chance remark of the coach of an 
eastern university after a fleld meet. He 
was examining snap shots of men who took 
part in the numerous contests and was at- 
tracted by the pain depicted in the faces of 
those pictured in the strenuous sports. 

“No disease could cause the pain shown 
in those faces,” said the man as he studied 
the distorted countenances. 

“No, fatigue is the most palnful of dis- 
eases when it becomes acute,” answered the 
physician to whom he addressed the re- 
mark. “I think it must be a germ that 
works on the vital organs of a human being 
when the body is worked to the last: notch 
of endurance. Lowering vitality opens a 
path for germs of all kinds. Why not the 
fatigue germ ?’

Whatever the Laid- 
laws may be in politics, ahey are individualists in re 
gard to growing things. They know all of their big 
stretch of out of doors pretty well by heart, and one 
receives a pleasant impression that the garden }s part 
of the family. 

“Diet,” said Mrs. Laidlaw as she led the way to 
the vine shaded terrace at the rear of the house, “‘is 
one of the things in which | have been intensely in- 
terested for a long time. 

“Matthew Arnold has said that conduct is three- 
fourths of life. When you consider that efficiency, 
mental balance and much else that enters into the 
make-up of a human being are largely dependent on 
the digestion I think it is not too much to say that 
food is nine-tenths of life. 

“I believe that the way to a nation’s intelligence ts 
through its stomach. Without proper nutrition no 
uation will rise to intellectual heights or to any great 
decree of efficiency. It is woman's part to nourish 
the race intelligently so as to add to the sum total of 
efficiency, comfort and happiness. 


Diet and Ballot Interdependent. 


“You want me to talk about diet, but, irrepressibly, 
all this matter of obtaining better diet goes back . 
conditions which must be regulated by governmenta] 
action. You ask me not to talk suffrage, but, I sup. 
mit, how otherwise, except with the ballot, is a 
woman to be equipped to deal with conditions such as 
those which affect her right to obtain proper food 
for herself and her family?” 

A smile appeared in the depths of Mrs. Laidlaw’s 
very lovely brown eyes. 

“You see, we aren't talking suffrage,” she said. 
innocently; “we're talking causes and effects.”’ 

“Women as mothers and as nurses are the people 
who take care of the health of the other members of 
the family. 

“The man of the house has a headache, one of the 
sons has a stomach ache or it is discovered that the 
little children of the household ‘are not being prop- 
erly nourished. 

“Probably some of these ills are due to the fact that 
the family has been eating fruits treated with ar- 
‘genic, cream treated with formaldehyde, or wheat 
with all the strength giving elements removed. 

“But the wife aud mother is forced to deal only 
with resuits. She must care for her suffering family 
as best she may, but, as is always the case with 
women deprived of any part in governmental affairs, 
she can deal only with effect; she cannot deal with 
causes; she has had no part in the regulation of 
causes, and witbout the power of the ballot she can 
have none. 


Man Ought to Learn Better. 


“Everybody, of course, does not agree with me as 
to diet. From my point of view, being a vegetarian, 
I consider that the cleanest, most wholesome and 
most norma! food is vegetable food. I use the word 
in its broader sense to include grains, nuts, fruits, &c.

But because man always has eaten 
flesh, so far as our knowledge goes, !¢ bo reason that 
he always should do so. The progress of civilization 
has been marked by the growth of agriculture, and 
colnocident with the culture of peoples bas come the 
development of exquisite nuts, fruits, vegetables, &c. 
From the days when he earliest woman tent keeper, 
with the woman's food preparing iustinct, planted a 
seed which some wandering stravger brought her 
from a far land down to the days of Burbank there 
has been marvellous advance in the growing of won- 
derful viands. 

“But meat always has remained the same and it 
is often brought to my attention when I am dining 
where a reeking roast or little birds with their toes 
turned up are brought on the table that there has 
been little progress along this line since the fleshy 
feast of Cedric the Saxon and before that from the 
time when the cave man turned an amorphous bit 
of meat on a stick. It is significant that the most 
exquisite thing with which to disguise the near- 
cannibalism of modern meat eating is to fringe it 
around with bright colored vegetables. The only 
thing we have been able to accomplish with meats 
is the effete development of tripe, pite-de-foie gras, 
&c., the parts of the animal which even the savage 
cave man cast aside.” 

“Do you think the vegetarian diet much better 
for the complexion?’

“I hope this isn’t going to be a beauty article,” she 
exclaimed; “because I don’t think I could pause in 
the midst of a busy suffrage campaign to talk abouf 
the complexion.”

“Naturally,” she admitted, “whatever is cood for 
the health is good for the complexion.

They may be washed with cold water 
aud that water poured off, but after they have been 
put on the fire the water should never be poured 
off, as part of the value of the grains would be lost. 
The water in which they are cooked can be added 
to as it cooks away.

“As such long cooking is necessary I always have 
found it of great practical use to keep a jellied 
mould of grain—wheat, cornmeal:'or hominy, for 
instance—so that at any time when | want to pre- 
pare a mneal l cut off slices for grilling, frying 
or for a score of other Iiominy is the best 
of all to use in this way, alihough even rice may 
be cooked so that it can be kept nicely in these 
moulds. These jellied moulds of grain may be sliced 
and the slabs used under fried tomatoes or broiled 
mushrooms. Dipped in egg and broiled or fried 
they are very good, or they may be scalloped and 
take the place on the menu usually reserved to the 
eternal potato. 

“Another thing that we always do when we are 
in camp is to use these slabs of jellied grain with 
alternate layers of vegetables. Whatever vegetables 
are at hand may be used up in this way. A delicious 
dish is made of a slab of jellied homingyythen a layer 
of egg plant, then another layer of Hominy, and on 
top of this a layer of tomatoes or lima beans or 
peas. Season this with a little thyme or a little 
cheese and steam inthe chafing dish or bake in the 
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Uses.

Caper 
sauce is good if you want something a little more 
wicked. Of. course caper sauce is out of the class 
of the perfectly innocuous, but if used sparingly it is 
not bad for one. 

“Our cooks give us Hollandaise sauce always on 
asparagus or artichoke, so that we forget that it is 
equally palatable on many other things. It is ex- 
cellent, for instance, on fried or grilled egg plant. 
Egg plant is better grilled than fried, but if frying 
is more convenient it {s possible to do so delicately, 
so that it will not come out encased in what appears 
to be a thick metal coating. 


Potatoes Merely Incidental. 


“Potatoes should be an incident, not a bulwark 
of diet. Potatoes creamed, sonffléd or used au 
gratin very well, but the ubiquitous and 
inevitable potato staring one in the face at every 
meal ig a thing to which even comparatively epicurean 
people have acceded to as an unalterabie tradition. 
Instead there are such wonderful combinatious of 
vegetables and the many grain dishes. 

“In selecting vegetables the housewife often over- 
looks the properties of each one. Often I have sat 
down to a meal in which corn, rice and 
were served, all starchy foods; mashed potatoes and 
macaroni are also frequently served together, al- 
though, except for the little cheese over the maca- 
roni, they have the same food value. Care should 
be taken in selecting vegetables to get a hydrocarbide 
and a proteid vegetable paired off at any given meal 
witb a-dish of a tonic or mineral bearing vegetable. 
For instance, potatoes or hominy or spaghetti with 
green peas or lima beans or mushrooms, and cauli- 
flower or spinach or asparagus; or a salad may be 
substituted for the third group to preserve nature's 
balance. |

How to Judge Breadstuffs. 


“Ag to the inevitable accompaniment of eating— 
the various kinds of breadstuffs—the criterion always 
should be:—.:; } 

“Is it rough or smooth? 

“Is it doughy and wudgy or crisp and puffy? 

“Is it close or open? 

“Is it brown and delicious or soggy and half 
baked ? 

“Are you getting a white bread gold brick or 

a rich, full grained product? 

“As a’ nation of breadmakers we are far behind 
many foreign countries. I forget what physician 
it was who said that ‘wads of fresh dough in the 
stomach have killed as many people as strong drink.’ 
The best bread is a whole wheat product baked 
until it is dry and flavorful. 

“But, generally speaking, bread is no friend of 
mine. My little girl never bas tasted white bread. 
We usually use graham or zwieback. The best way 
to use bread, it seems to me, is to make browned 
bread crumbs of it. I think most people who cook 
at all find that it is necessary to have a far of 
browned bread crumbs always on hand. They are

We made friendly visits and 1 remember 
feeling green and timid about talking to experienced 
housewives until one day I happened to call at a 
house where mother and grandmother were working 
despairingly over a child very ill with dysentery.

ITH the exception 
of the fictitious Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. 
liyde, have you ever 
really heard of a 
person having two 
or three different 
selves all wrapped 
and velled in one? 
There are people of such nature, and at 
times, for reasons physical, psychic, or 
both, the individual breaks down and the 
different personalities reveal themselves. 

One of the best-known cases on record 
is Madame “B,” Dr. Charcot’s famous pa- 
tient. She had two distinct personalities, 
each with different tastes and qualities, 
that were as opposite as if they belonged to 
two different persons. 

Dumas, the great modern pathological 
psychologist, has had a number of such 
patients. An interesting case is that of a 
woman who under the control of one per- 
sonality is a devoted and loving mother. 
Under the control of another she takes no 
interest in her offspring, and even displays 
dislike for them. 

In this same category of psychological 
analysis is the case of Frank Holt and 
Erich Muenter. Undoubtedly in this case 
there was one individual with two or even 
three distinct personalities. 


Holt’s a Triple Personality. 


Erich Muenter was a German who, 
after receiving his education in high 
echool and gymnasium, came to the United 
States and settled in Chicago in 1890. He 
was graduated from the University of Chi- 
cago in 1890 and taught German first in 
Chicago and later at the University of 
Kansas. He married in 1902 and then went 
to teach at Harvard University. <A baby 
was born to the couple in April, 1906, and 
Mrs. Muenter died mysteriously ten days 
later. Muenter was supposed to have poil- 
soned his wife, and the Cambridge police 
formally accused him of murder. 

When Muenter disappeared Holt ap. 
peared. He is said to have lived in Mex- 
ico as a stenographer and translator of 
German and Spanish in 1906. He also 
taught German in Guthrie, Okla. Two 
years later he entered the polytechnic col- 
lege at Fort Worth, Texas, and was gradu- 
ated in 1909. During the years 1909 and 
1910 he was a member of the faculty of 
the universities of Oklahoma and Vander- 
bilt. He attended Cornell, and was to 
have taught in a Southern Methodist uni- 
versity at Dallas, Texas. , 

Muenter’s career and dramatic suicide 
revealed him as a criminal of triple person- 
ality. To his friends and college assoct- 
ates he appeared as a mild-mannered 
scholar interested in his profession and 
having an unusual talent for languages.

To those who knew him more intimately 
he appeared as a mystic absorbed in sex 
problems and questions of the soul. To 
his first wife’s family and some of his most 
intimate friends Muenter appeared as a 
murderer. lie was that cold-blooded type of 
man who could sit on the porch smoking a 
pipe while his wife and baby were inside 
asphyxiated by gas. . 

A thorough investigation of the records 
made by modern psychologists shows that 
these cases of multiple personality are 
much more frequent than one imagines. 
One of these Will call “the case of 
Alice.” Alice developed four personalities, 
as the poses on this page show. Look at 
these illustrations, if you please, carefully. 
They are an important part of the story. 

The young women are Alice, 
Bertha and Carrie. All three girls look 
alike and are dressed just alike because 
at one time there was only one girl called 
Alice, whom the models portray under dif- 
ferent characters.

This is an average trial in the Kan- 
gFaroo court, conducted by white pris- 
oners in the Fulton county jail, under 
laws established by custom and 
their own making. 

After court adjourned I questioned 
the prisoner who had just acted as 
judge concerning -the origin and na- 
ture of the Kangaroo court. He talk- 
ed very entertainingly and was now and 
then interrupted by some fellow pris- 
oners who would amplify a statement 
by some of his own experience.

The officers of court are a judge, 
or 
prosecuting attorney. Certain prison- 
ers are selected as defending attor- 
neys, so that a defendant in the Kan- 
Baroo court can have his choice of 
counsel to represent him. Sometimes 
it is possible to secure the services of 
a real lawyer. All officers are elected 
by vote for the term of their confine- 
ment, or until they are sent elsewhere 
to serve sentences. Trial by jury is 
an inherent right in the Kangaroo 
court. The defendant may, if he de- 
sires to do so, select a jury from among 
his fellows, and in this way he is pro- 
tected from the tyranny of a judge who 
might bear a grudge against the de- 
fendant. 


The Judge's Record. 


Judge told me that he 
had served as judge for three months, 
had been promoted and 
‘would most likely leave next day to 
take up other duties at the state prison 
farm, for a period of five years. “You 
can mention my name if you like,” he 
said, “but J would rather that you 
would not say that I was found guilty 
of highway robbery.” 

The clerk of the court also acts as 
treasurer, and is required to make reg- 
ular reports to show the amount of 
fines collected and the disbursements. 
He is put under bond for the faithful] 
discharge of his duties, but it often 
happens that his sureties are released 
from jail before the clerk gains his 
freedom. In this event, the sureties 
are said to have “skipped their bond.” 

The fines imposed are small, because 
the prisoners rarely have much money. 
For instance, spitting on the floor usu- 
ally draws a fine of 5 cents per spit.

If a prisoner cannot pay a fine he 
is given work to do—sweeping, clean- 
ing, etc. Whipping is prohibited by 
the Fulton sheriff, and, although so 
many “licks” prescribed as a pun- 
ishment under Kangaroo law for cer- 
tain offenses, this form of punishment 
is rarely imposed, even in secret. 

“What becomes of the money collect- 
ed as fines?’ I asked. 

“That makes up a common fund for 
our general expense,” answered a pris- 
oner. “We buy tobacco, toilet soap,

soft drinks, candies—because the elec- 
tric lights are put out early—writing 
paper, stamps and other little things. 
Sometimes a fellow is mighty glad to 
be able to write to the home folks.

The captain was commanded to under- 
take dispatch duty, and was sent by Mac- 
Mahon with letters to Bazaine, with whose 
forces MacMahon was endeavoring to unite. 
It was natural that the young dispatch 
rider should desire to bid farewell to his 
hew sweetheart. They left the camp to- 
gether, the captain leading his horse. and 
they walked to a considerable distance 
from the view of the outposts. It was 
beginning to get dark, and under the cover 
of the trees the woman took the oppor- 
tunity of securing the officer's message. 

Pretending to feel the parting keenly, 
she commenced to weep, and, pulling out @ 
handkerchief, clapped it over the captain’s 
face. He immediately became insensible 
and fell to the ground. With desperate 
haste the woman must have forced a phial 
of poison into his mouth, and rode away 
with the dispatch toward the German 
camp. That incident: took place near Mets, 
and the Prussians afterward rapidly ad- 
vanced and won the battles of Vionville, 
Mars-le-Tour and Gravelotte, where, at the 
latter battle, the woman, while preparing 
for another expedition, was wounded and 
died an hour later, on Aug. 18, 1870.

AVE you ever known a woman 

who planned her vacation with 

exquisite care? She knew weeks 
ahead where she was going; she 
bought and made herself the prettiest 
and most modish kind of summer 
frocks. In spite of all this thought 
and effort her summer outing was only 
half a success, because she did not 
have the right kind of trunks and she 
did not understand the art of packing 
those she had. 

I have seen more than one woman 
put twice as much in a trunk as it 
could possibly hold, and, notwithstand- 
ing that she punched the clothes down 
deep into the trays and sat on the lid 
of the trunk, she had the pleasure of 
repackfng the trunk before it could be 
completely closed. 


Packing Easily Learned. 


However splendid the trip you have 
planned and anticipated may be it will 
lose much of its charm and pleasure if 
you go through any such experience 
as I have described. It does not take 
genius to learn the art of packing a 
trunk easily and quickly, but it does 
take some common sense and refiec- 
tion. 

You may boast of having packed 
your trunk successfully at the eleventh 
hcur; if this happens put it down to 
chance and not to good Judgment. 

If you have the old-fashioned type 
of trunk, the more need of your pack- 
ing it carefully. A day before setting 
had better take your 
dresses and suits out of closets and 
look them over for repairs. This will 
save you just so much time and labor 
when you start off on your holiday. 

Give each dress a careful brushing 
and assort them. By doing this you 
will weed out those you do not actually 
need, which means that either they 
will go back into a packing trunk or 
into your closets. 

Be sure to put the heavy things at 
the bottom. If it is possible, put forms 
in all your shdes, and should you not 
have enough keep those you have for 
your low shoes and handsome evening 
slippers. 

You can either buy or make shoe 
backs of cretonne or colored linen. The 
prettiest are trimmed with a bit of 
hand embroidery. A simple substitute 
for bags is silk tissue paper. Be sure 
to wrap your bottles in some old chem- 
ise or anything soft. Likewise put your 
raincoat, books and umbrellas at the 
bottom.

Heavy Garments Next.

Cabbage with sour cream—Chop fine 
a small head of cabbage and cook in 
water enough to keep from burning. 

Beat 
together one-half cupful each of sour 
cream and vinegar and.two table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter. Bring toa 
boil, pour over the cabbage. 

Creamed carrots, French style— 
Scald young carrots for five minutes. 
Drain and rub off the skins with a 
coarse cloth. Slice thinly, crosswise, 
and simmer, covered for half an hour, 
with a tablespoonful of butter, salt 
and pepper to season and enough hot 
water to keep from burning. Bring 
to the boil four tablespoonfuls of 


cream, take from the fire and pour 
upon the beaten yolks of two eggs. 
Heat, but do not boil. Pour over the 
carrots add a tablespoonful of 
minced parsley and serve. 

Corn pudding-—Mix three cupfuls 
milk with the corn cut from a dozen 
ears and chop fine. Add four beaten 
eggs, salt and pepper to season and 
bake in a buttered baking pan and 
brown on top. 

Puree of Vegetables—Cook potatoes, 
carrots, onions and turnips together in 
stock to cover. Season with salt, pep- 
per, spices and sweet herbs. Press 
through a sieve and thicken with but- 
ter and flour cooked together. Take 
from the fire and add the yolks of two 
eggs beaten with a little milk.

Talks for 
the Girl 
WhoWorks 


OU may be extremely practical 
Ween everything that pertains 

to your daily work and still use 
poor judgment when it comes to ar- 
ranging affairs of the home and your 
social life. If you have this short- 
coming it may not mar your career as 
a business woman, but it will certainly 
tell on your health and your nerves in 
time. 

By being practical I mean that you 
should get up tn time to dress liesurely 
and not tumble into your clothes. 
Worse still, to make a desperete effort 
to eat a hearty breakfast of eggs, toast 
and coffee all in the limited space of 
five minutes. The dilatory girl has 
calculated her time so poorly that even 
with this amount of scrimping she ts 
compelled to run all the way to work 
or at least that distance she walks 
after she leaves the car. 

This type of girl is equally short- 
sighted in making her business and 
social engagements. Of course, like 
other girls she has her luncheon en- 
gagements during the week, and plans 
to enjoy a Saturday half-holiday with 
some good friend. One of two things 
is sure to happen. Though she knows 
that she has a poor memory, she makes 
no effort te_strengthen it, nor to record 
her engagements on a pad or in an en- 
gagement book. 

Therefore she never thinks of her 
promise to meet her friend at luncheon 
or at the matinee unt!l a day or two 
later. 

When she does not forget an enrage- 
ment she calculates poorly. She al- 
ways selects those days for social rec- 
reation when she knows that her work 
is going to be heaviest. What happens? 
Just what always happens to this type 
of girl. She has to break her engage- 
ment at the last moment, which means 
e real disappointment to herself and to 
her friend. Much the same thing hap- 
pens when she accepts an invitation 
for dinner or for theater. Instead of 
taking a night at the end of the week, 
it must be Monday or Tuesday when 
the work has been the heaviest during 
the day. 

This type of girl is as extravagant 
with money as she ts with the ex- 
penditure of her leisure hours. To 
use a bit of siang “money burns a 
hole in her pocket.” She lets it go In 
driblets and when the time comes when 
she really has need of something worth 
while she has nothing set aside for 
that purpose.

Caring for the Baby 


ITHER, if you want to give 

your child a good, honest start 

in life, you will feed your child 
at the breast. Physicians are of the 
opinion that nature's way of giving 
the child nourishment ig the safest 
and best way. If you decide to nurse 
your own baby, nurse it regularly by 
the clock and see it gets nothing but 
water between feeding time. 

Most babies thrive best if tho inter- 
vals between feeding time are rather 
long. The interval:may be six hours 
unitl the milk is established. From that 
time on feed the baby at three-hour 
intervals until it 4s six months old, 
then you can make the intervals four 
hours each. Your should not 
be fed longer than twenty minutes at 
a time. 

If you are unable to feed the baby 
throug the entire nine or ten months 
in which milk is the main diet, be com- 
forted hy the thought that you have at 
least given your child a good start. The 
only proper artificial food is cow’s milk, 
modified to suit the child’s age and 
development. If your baby has been 
nursed for a time and you put it on 
cow's milk, ft Is well to give it a some-

what weaker mixture at first than the 
one indicated for her age. 

The food can be strengthened every 
few davs until it suits your child's age. 
Some babies have peculiarities and 
with them rules can not always be 
followed, but for most children regu- 
lar rules should be followed from the 
start and there will be little trouble 
later on. 

Whenever there are indications that 
the milk disagrees with the baby it 
should be diluted. Give nothing but 
a little plain boiled water until] vou or 
ths doctor gees fit. 

Be sure to clean the bottles every 
time you fill them. New bottles should 
be annealed by placing them to boll 
for twenty minutes. Allow them to 
stay in the water until it is cold. Rot- 
tles treated this will not break readily 
when filled with boiling water or when 
the food is being cooked in them. 

Each bottle should be emptied as 
soon as the baby has finished nursing. 
Then rinse with eold water and let it 
stand and fill with water until the 
bottles for the day have all been used. 
At a convenient time scrub all the bot- 
tles with hot soap suds, using the bottle 
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
